E. McMunigal
In Chicago and other cities, thus
corroborating the story of McMunigal
\n respect to some of the payments
made him for dynamiting. The gov¬
ernment expects to trsce the sums
thus paid to the $1.000 per month,
which wss set apart by the executive
board for "organisation." and for
which MrNamara was not required to
make an accounting

Robert H. Beyson, postmsster In this
city, identified an application for a

money order filed by J J. hfcNamara
>on December 7, 1910. the order ap¬
plied for being in favor of U. E. alc-
Marilgal In the sum of $70. He also
identified a money order to McMant-
gal in that amount paid at tho ofhee
I>eremr»er 14. 1910.
Heveral other applications were

identified. Including one for 150 to the
order of Frank Erkboff, flnoirinati.
April 1». 191,1. Kckhoff. to whom tlio
money was paid by McNamara. Is to

be a witness In the Federal court here.
Kckhoff was a close friend of both
¦j. J. and .'. B. McNamara. It ha« been

chars'd thst they were training him

on to be a dynamiter, but that
Eekhoft had never done any of the

work.

FOREUROPEANWAR
It Will Take Five Years for

Czar to Be Thoroughly
Prepared.

TURKEY'S AGONY BEGUN

Fate of Balkan States at Last
Will Be Decided by

the Sword.

I (Special Cable to Ths Times-Dlspatcii.)
Berlin. Octooer 19.In summing up

.the chances of a European conrtagra-
tlon resulting- from the Balkan unbrog-
llo. Maximilian Hardin. the well-known
German editor, whs 1» regarded as one

or Germany's keenest politics* writers,
gives his views as follows:

"Kussia needs five years yet to get
ready for a European war. To-day

j she is entirely unprepared. The Vienna
government dose not dare to manifest
its desire to go to war, for if the dual
monarchy were victorious It would re¬
sult In bringing to the heir to the
throne glory and fame which would
completely overshadow the old Emper¬
or's prestige England has two main
objects In view, the separation ot
Italy snd Germany and the establish¬
ment of England £ control WltBMM
bloodshed of an Egyptian or Arabian
khallfate over the Mohammedans ot
India. Frame* would like to retain
her protectorate over the Christians or
the near East and not lose the billions
which she has l>sned to Turk.-y. Lon¬
don and Paris financiers are working
tocether for peace, and a European
war Is only conceivable ir the diplo¬
mats'- nullity, which Is virtually exist¬
ing everywhere, ani the governing
forces continue to make avold-il-'.e mis¬
takes. But the agony of European
Turkev has begun, and the question
whether the Balkans politically, and

economically shall belong to an alli¬
ance or confederation of states under
Russian Influence or dependency orj
remain open to Germanic expansion will
be finally answered and decided by the
sword."

Balgarla Well Prepared.
A high government official, whose

vtowg if publicly known would cause1
a sensation, said to your correspynu-!
ent that because she Is better prepared
and more mobile, he expected that
Bulgaria would achieve successes

early in the war. "The Bulgarians."
he added, "may even get as far as

Adrianople. but there they will get
bloody heads when "*hey meet the main
Turkish forces" tthe following dia-

;logue then ensued:
"Your Excellency, it hss been stated

publicly that the powers have, local-
tied the conflict and that there is no

further danger of other nations being
drawn In. Is the danger of complica¬
tions between Austria and Russia
past?"
"Xot yet." was the reply. m
' Is the war in the Balkans liable

to develop Into a clash between Aus-
tria and Russia'*' was asked.
"Not to-morrow or the next day,'

was the reply, "but I would not say

any mors.'*
"Is there sny truth in the report

that Austria fj mobilizing?" was the
next question
"As an official I cannot say any

more than that Austria is not mobflis-
ing."
This official denied emphatically the

statement in the London papers tatet
the leaves of absence of German offi¬
cers had been canceled and that oriT-
cers of the reserve had been ordered
to be in resdiness. Me added: "Tbere
will be no so-called 'trial' mobilisa¬
tions with us. We are ready. Many
of our officers are now on leave, but
we always know where they are. They
will not be ordered to return unless
they are really needed."
Despite the reiterated official denials,

passengers from Russian Poland and

the Austrian-Russian frontier declare
that Russia and Austria are botk mo-

blllslng their forces. Austria has been:
drawing In her reserves along; th« fron-.
tier for a fortnight, and early this
week extended this to Bohemia. 'Dis¬

the Don Cossacks and 6t»0 field guna.
